a) from about 2 to about 40% by weight of an anionic surfactant so l octod from 
the group consist i ng of an anionic surfactant, an amphotoric surfactant; a 
non i on i c surfactant; and m i xtures thereof ; 

b) from about QiQI 0.1 to about 20% by weight of a co-surfactant which is an 
ethoxylated cocomonoethanolamide with EO ranging from about 2 to about 
12 a l koxy l atod non i onic surfactant, tho a l koxy l atod non i onic surfactant not 
being an othoxy l atod fatty a l coho l conta i ning 6 to 30 ethy l ene oxide groups ; 

c) from about 0.001 to about 1 0% by weight of a cation ic polymer ; and

d) from about 0.01 to about 30% by weight of water insoluble components 
with an average particle size of less than 2um.

Claim 2 (currently amended): An aqueous rinse-off cleansing and conditioning 
composition comprising 7 : 

a) from about 2 to about 40% by weight of an anionic surfactant so l octod from tho 
group consisting of an an i onic surfactant, an amphotoric surfactant; a non i on i c 
surfactant; and m i xtures thereof ; 

b) from about 0,01 0.1 to about 20% by weight of a co-surfactant which is an 
ethoxylated cocomonoethanolamide with EQ ranging from about 2 to about 
12 a l koxy l atod non i on i c surfactant; tho a l koxy l atod nonionic surfactant not being 
an othoxy l atod fatty a l coho l conta i ning 6 to 30 othylono ox i do groups ; 

c) from about 0.001 to about 1 0% by weight of a cationic polymer ; and 
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d) from about 0.01 to about 30% by weight of water insoluble components with 
' an average particle size of less than about 2um; 

wherein a), b) and c) in a premixture with water at a ratio of premixtu re: water at 
about 1:10 forms a turbid mixture. 

Claim 3 (original): A composition according to claim 1 wherein said anionic surfactant is 
selected from the group consisting of the alkyl sulfates, alkyl ether sulfates, alkaryl 
sulfonates, alkaroyl isethionates, alkyl succinate, alkyl sulphosuccinates, N-alkoyl 
sarcosinates, alkyl phosphates, alkyl ether phosphates, alkyl ether carboxylates, alpha- 
olefin sulfonates and mixtures thereof.

Claim 4 (currently amended): A composition according to claim 1 whoro i n said further 
comprising an amphoteric surfactant ^-selected from the group consisting of alkyl amine 
oxides, alkyl betaines, alkyl amidopropyl betaines, alkyl sulfobetaines, alkyl glycinates, 
alkyl carboxy glycinates, alkyl ampho propionates, alkyl amidopropyl hydroxysultaines, 
acyl tau rates , acyl glutamates, and mixtures thereof. 

Claim 5 (currently amended): A composition according to claim 4-_4 wherein said 
amphoteric surfactant is acyl taurate 7 or acyl glutamate, and wherein said alky l and acyl 
groups have from about 8 to about 1 8 carbon atoms. 

Claim 6 (currently amended): A composition according to claim 4_4 wherein said 
amphoteric surfactant is an alkyl betaine selected from the group consisting of 
cocodimethyl sulfopropyl betaine, lauryl betaine, and mixtures thereof. 
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Claim 7 (currently amended): A composition according to claim 4-_4 wherein said 
amphoteric surfactant is sodium amphopropionate.

Claim 1 3 (currently amended): A composition according to claim 44- 1 wherein the 
cosurfactant is an ethoxylated cocomonoethanolamide with EO ranging about 3 to about 6. 

Claim 14 (currently amended): A composition according to claim 1 wherein the cationic 
conditioning polymer is selected from the group consisting of cationic cellulose 
derivatives r ^cationic starches/; copolymers of a dialkyl quaternary ammonium salt and 
acrylamide; quaternized polyvinyl pyrrol idone 7 2 quaternized vinylpyrrolidone vinylimidazol 
polymers 7 2 polyglycol amide condensates^ quaternized collagen polypeptides^ 
polyethylene amines^ cationized silicon polymers^ cationic silicone polymers^ 
copolymers of adipic acid and dimethylaminohydroxypropyl diethylene triamine; 
polyaminopolyamide and their water soluble crosslinked polymers 7 ; cationic chitin 
derivatives^ cationic guar gums 7 2 and mixtures thereof. 
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Claim 15 (currently amended): A composition according to claim 1 wherein the cationic 
condition i ng polymer is guar hydroxypropyl trimethyl ammonium chloride. 

Claim 16 (currently amended): A composition according to claim 1 wherein the water 
insoluble components volati l e li qu i d is an emulsion of cyclomethicone. 

Claim 1 7 (currently amended): A composition according to claim 1 wherein the water 
insoluble components non volat i le liqu i d is a silicone oil which i s selected from the group 
consisting of polyalkyl siloxanes, polyalkyl aryl siloxanes and mixtures thereof.
